G.S.R. 2632. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 
of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class IV posts in the Ministry of Health and Family 
Planning and Works, Housing and 'Urban Development (Departments of Health 
and Family Planning), namely: — - 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Ministry 
of Health and Family Planning and Works, Housing and Urban Development 
(Departments of Health and Family Planning) (Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 
I960. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 
of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and Scales of pay. — The number of posts, their 
classification and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 3 to 5 of the sarid Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications, — The method of 
recruitment to the said posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters relating 
thereto shall be as specified in columns S to 14 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for .direct recruitment may be- 
relaxed in the case of candidates ‘belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by 
the Government of India from time to time. 

5. Interchangeability of posts — The posts having identical scales of pay and 
qualifications and similar duties may be declared interchangeable by the compe- 
tent authority. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this rule ‘competent authority’ means 'an 
authority which is competent to create such posts’. 

6. Disqualification. — (1) No person, who has more tnan one wne living or who, 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during life-time of such spouse, shall be eligible fob 
appointment to any of the said posts. 

(2) No woman, whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having & 
wife living at the time of such marriage, or who has married a person who has 
a wife living at the time of such marriage, shall be eligible' for appointment 
f6 ahy of the said posts. 
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(3) The Central Government may, if it is satisfied, that there are special 
grounds for so ordering, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

7. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by an order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons.

New Delhi, the 15th November 1909 

G.S.R, 2637. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1902 (52 of 1962), and in supersession of the notification of 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and 
Insurance) No. 162-Customs, dated the 7th December, 1908, the Central Govern- 
ment, being satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby 
exempts the goods specified in the Table annexed hereto and falling under Item 
No. 28 of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), when im- 
ported into India for the manufacture of penultimate dye-intermediate, or dye- 
stuff, or both, from so much of that portion of the duty of customs leviable thereon 
which is specified. In the said First Schedule as is in excess of — 

(i) 271 per cent, ad valorem, where the standard rate of duty is leviable; and 

(ii) 171 per cent, ad valorem, where the preferential rate of duty is leviable; 

Provided that the importer shall execute a bond undertaking to pay on demand 
an amount equal to the duty which would .have been, but for such exemption, levi- 
able on the goods or any part thereof, which have been used for any purpose other 
than the purposes specified in this notification: 

Provided further that the Assistant Collector of Customs may, if he is satisfied 
that the goods are required for the purposes specified in this notification, exempt 
the importer from executing any bond. 

2. Every bond referred to in paragraph 1 shall be for an amount equal to the 
duty which has not been levied because of the exemption made by this notification 
and shall be in such form and with suph surety a3 may be specified by the Assistant 
Collector of Customs.
